iittie cooperation beitween the leboring groups, the isnorance of untrained
supsrvigsors, and the use of primitive tools whose parts could not bs rae-
placed. The result was a fifty percent loss of material such as sand,
boarda,; ete,

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Soviet Prisoners

The Russian prisoners, most of whom were serving five to ten years

at forced labor, are said to have bse=n friendly and hslpful to the
Pijz. ZIxcept for a somewhat larger meat and fat ration, their living
conditions were approximately those of the Plis, but they wsre under
stricter guord and "in some ways w2re handled worse than the Germans
wore', Tt is stated that thirty to forty of these internees abtempied
to escape 2ach weeks '

In personal coaversation, many of the forced leborers admitted a pre=
ference for life in Jermany; some ceclared their entipathy to the Com-
munist system. But any crisis z.fecting the U.3.5,il. produced aa
intensely nationzlistic reaction cmons thess prisoners. After Churche-
nill's spsech in April L9456, all the penal workers declared their will-
ineness to work harder, even on Sundays, to increase Soviet armament
production, In subsource's opinicn, all these peopley their guerds,
their officers, and the local inhabitants of Rudovice sulfered from a
strons war psychosis. In camp discussions of Soviet coaflicts with
the Viestarn powsreg, Turkey and lpun, the penal laborers apperently
placed putriotism cbove their psrsonzl fate, or their feeling about
the rerime, '

Civilian Conditions

The Radoviece arca did not suffer vwar damsrs, but conditions wese on the
primitive sids, with a lack of such normal domestlic items as needles,
thread, dishes,homs furaishinns, shoes and clothug, wo-2- "o
usuaily filled with wood or papers. In the camp itself, Pis fashioned
furaiturs and made driaking utensils out of old tin cans for the Soviet
officers.
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
